D Eco Driving Indicator Light 

During Eco-friendly acceleration (Eco 
driving), Eco Driving Indicator Light will 
turn on. 

Eco Driving Indicator Light will operate 
when the vehicle is being driven at a speed 
of approximately 81 mph (13 〇 km/h) or 
lower with the shift lever in “D”. Eco Driv¬ 
ing Indicator Light will not operate when 
the vehicle is in EV mode, power mode or 
snow mode. 

B Power area 

Shows that an Eco-friendly driving range is 
beinq exceeded (during full power driving 
etc.) 

H Eco area 

Shows that the vehicle is being driven in an 
Eco-friendly manner. 

Q Hybrid Eco area 

Shows that gasoline engine power is not 
beinq used very often. 

The gasoline engine will automatically 
stop and restart under various conditions. 

H Charge area 

Shows that energy is being recovered via 
the regenerative brake.

n Engine speed 

On hybrid vehicles, engine speed is precisely controlled in order to help improve 
fuel efficiency and reduce exhaust emissions etc. 

There are times when the engine speed that is displayed may differ even when vehi¬ 
cle operation and driving conditions are the same. 

n Outside temperature display 

In the following situations, the correct outside temperature may not be displayed, or 
the display may take longer than normal to change. 

1 When stopped, or driving at low speeds (less than 12 mph [20 km/h]) 

1 When the outside temperature has changed suddenly (at the entrance/exit of a 
garage, tunnel, etc.) 


A notice 

n To prevent damage to the engine and its components 

1 Do not let the indicator needle of the tachometer enter the red zone, which indi¬ 
cates the maximum engine speed. 

1 The engine may be overheating if the temperature gauge is in the red zone (H) or 
the high coolant temperature warning light comes on or flashes. In this case, 
immediately stop the vehicle in a safe place, and check the engine after it has 
cooled completely. (^P 530)

• When only a small amount of fuel is added to the tank, the display may not 
be updated.

n Customization 

Settings such as character size and which items are displayed can be 
changed. 

Pressing the “DISP” switch fori second or more when the vehicle is stopped 
shows the customization menu screen. 

This screen shows the details of customizable items and instructions for cus¬ 
tomizing. Follow these instructions to change the settings. 

Settings cannot be changed while the cruise control switch is set to on. 
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n Tire inflation pressure 

Tire inflation pressure changes with temperature. The displayed values may also be 
different from the values measured using other gauges. 

n Liquid crystal display 

Small spots or light spots may appear on the display. This phenomenon is character¬ 
istic of liquid crystal displays, and there is no problem continuing to use the display. 

n Turn-by-turn navigation 



The turn-by-turn navigation appears only 
while route guidance of the navigation system 
is being performed. When a turn 
approaches, the distance to the turn and the 
turn direction are displayed. 

The turn-by-turn navigation can be set to on 
or off using the customization feature.
